Sirepta.vis r/wandae?isis, sp. n. (Fig. 1.) 

Shell perforate, roundly ovate, moderately solid, cream- 
coloured ; whorls 5^, the earlier whorls regularly increasing, 
ilattish, the last two rapidly increasing and rounded, the last 
ascending in front, sculptured with indistinct, rather closely 
set, transverse, arcuate riblets which are more apparent in 
the subsutural region ; suture impressed, regularly erenellate 
below by the terminations of the transverse riblets ; base of 
shell rounded, almost smooth ; umbilicus moderately narrow, 




deep, partly overhung by the outward expansion of the colu- 
mella ; columella outwardly broadened, descending obliquely 
in a gentle curve, ditfused above into a rather thin well- 
defined callus, which reaches the upper margin of the labriim ; 
labrum somewhat refiexed, receding above to form a sliallow 
sinus; aperture edentulate, irregularly subquadrate. ^

verse plicce and microscopic, somewhat indistinct, spiral stria3 ; 
base of shell closely spirally striate ; suture impressed ; colu- 
mella obliquely deseending, somewhat outwardly reflexed, 
spreading above into a light, well-defined, j)arietal callus 
which readies the margin of the labrum ; labrum simple, 
acute ; aperture subrectangular.

base of shell sculptured with closely set, flue, revolving, w*avy

strijx}; suture w^ell impressed ; umbilicus very narrow, deep;

Shell perforate, smull, cylindrical, brownish bronze-colour; 
whorls 5, rather convex, tlie first three rapidly increasing 
in both length and breadth, the last two in length only, 
corrugated throughout, the third and fourth whorls being 
also obliquely, somewhat irregularly and distantly plicate; 
suture deeply impressed; umbilicus very narrow; columella 
whitish, outwardly and rather erectly expanded, obliquely 
descending ; labrum also whitish, soniewhat sinuous, dilated 
below’, erect and angled above; aperture subquadrale, armed 
with a denticle just below the margin of the labrum, and 
below’ and to the left of this an oblique curved lamella on the 
parietal w’all, a slightly projecting denticle very internally 
situate on the upper portion of the columella, and a small, 
rather indistinct, basal denticle situated w’ell w’ithin and rather 
on the right-hand side of the shell.

Achaiina connollyi^ sp. n. (Fig. 5.) 

Shell allied to Achaiina semlscnlpta^ Pfr.*, from Loanda, 
coast of Benguela, but differing from that species in its- 
nearly smooth apical wdiorls, whereas in A. semisculpta the 
upper w’horls are closely and conspicuously granulate ; the 
sculpture on the later wdiorls in tlie present species is also 
considerably lighter than is the case wdth A, semisculpta.
